DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
Claim recites an impermeable device for urinary incontinence. Applicant has not 
disclosed how to make an use an Impermeable' device for urinary incontinence. A 
device used for this purpose would require some degree of absorbency. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. It is not clear what applicant intends to claim or as to 
the scope of the claims. The device has moisture absorbing materials, but applicant 
recites "impermeable device" in claim 1. Correction is required. 
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Claim Interpretation 

3. The examiner interprets the impermeable device of claims 1-7 to be a coated 
tampon, where the device is not rendered entirely impermeable by the surface 
composition. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-4 as best understood by the examiner, are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hanke USPN 3796219. Hanke discloses a 
coated tampon comprising absorbent material coated with a estrogenic agent (col. 1, 
lines 54 through col. 3, line 16 and col. 8,lines 64-68 and coll. 9, lines 25 through col. 
10, line 4). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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8. Claims 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hanke USPN 3796219. Hanke does not disclosed the claimed dimensions. It would 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to provide the tampon of Hanke with the claimed dimensions since a mere 
change in size is generally recognized as being within the level of one of ordinary skill in 
the art.
